Executive clemency for the 36- 
y ear-old 
former German 
seaman 
may prevent his deportation to the 
seich. 
He 
told 
Gov. Culbert L. 
©Ison of California a pardon would 
ftssisit in his efforts to obtain pass­ 
age of a bill in congress directing 
the attorney general to record law­ 
ful admission for his permanent 
residence. 
A pardon. Krebs said, not onlv 
would help him establish an Ameri 
can home for his American wife 
gnd son but “ it would also 
frus­ 
trate Nazi and Communist efforts 
♦o deliver me to Hitler’s headsmen 
for having become an implacable 
|p e of totalitarian methods of gov­ 
ernment.” 
The author wrote the California 
governor tha t 
"my deportation to 
Germany would result in a certain 
death sentence or death by torture 
a t the hands of Nazi authorities." 
Convicted In 1926 
Krebs, who achieved recognition 
lor his book, was convicted on an 
assault charge in Los Angeles in 
18 26. He served five y ears in San 
Quentin prison. 
Four y ears after 
his parole he said he was arrested 
by the German Gestapo In 1933 
A Nazi special tribunal at Ham­ 
burg convicted Krebs in 1934 on 
charges of high treason against the 
Nazi 
government. 
He 
served 
40 
months in prison before escaping to 
the United States. 
Krebs lives in Danbury , Conn. 
One of the principal advocates of 
executive clemency for him is Will­ 
iam Allen 
White, Emporia. K a s, 
editor. White said Krebs' book “ has 
ath red more people to the real­ 
ization of the dangers of the dy ­ 
namic philosophy of Communism 
than any other one book that has 
■been publbihed in this country .” 
Opened Peoples Eyes 
The veteran editor declared that 
.Krebs “ lias helped more than any 
-other one man to remove the il­ 
lusion from the minds of literally 
hundreds of 'thousands of Ameri­ 
cans as to the evil of the totali­ 
tarian way of life in its Commu­ 
nistic expression.” 
Krebs’ book. Gov. Olson asserted, 
is 
"sufficiently 
factual 
to 
show 
clearly <the ¡mttern of the activities 
of Communist party line members, 
their ruthless methods and their 
entire and fanatical allegiance to 
the Russian controlled comlntern 
to the exclusion of any and all 
other loy alties inconsistent with tha 
Communist party line as laid down 
by a foreign dictator " 
Olson assured White every con­ 
sideration would be given to Krebs’ 
application. 
In 
his 
application, 
which 
he 
signed as ‘ Richard Julius Herman 
Krebs." the author described him­ 
self as a “ political refugee from 
Germany ,’’ 
and 
a 
seaman 
later 
turned writer. 
C ites G o o d R eco rd 
He declared he was under 21 
y ears at the time of commission of 


the Lo,> Angeles crime. He pointed 
to his good prison record and his 
observance 
of 
all 
parr ie 
regu­ 
lations. 
"I have, since reentering America, 
actively , 
by 
written 
anu 
spoken 
word, supported and defended Amer­ 
ican 
insti’utions, and 
have 
also 
consistently exposed Naziism and 
Communism wherever I have been 
afforded an opportunity to do so,” 
he said in his application.
